Meanwhile, said the President, 
Hurley has resigned his diplomatic 
post as minister to New Zealand. 


In this capacity Hurley was the 
only soldier in our diplomatic 
service, but he spent little time in 
New Zealand. Arriving there a lit- 
tle over a year ago, he soon went 
to Australia on a special mission 
to organize shipment of supplies 
to American forces on Bataan 
Peninsula. 

He escaped death in a Japanese 
bombing at Port Darwin, and later 
when Japanese fighters attacked 
his plane over the Dutch East 
Indies. 

Hurley grew up among the In- | 
dians of Oklahoma while it was 
still Indian Territory, and has 
served in every military capacity 
from buck private to one-star gen- 
eral. He was also secretary of war 
under Herbert Hoover in 1929-33. 

Though he is known as a Re- 
publican and a critic of the New 
Deal, he and President Roosevelt 
apparently see eye to eye on for- 
eign policy. 

As the President’s emissary he 
has flown both the Atlantic and 
the Pacific, .and visited the conti- 
nents of North and South Amer- 
ica, Europe, Africa, Asia and Aus- 
tralia.

Soviets Slay 7,000 


In 4-Day 


Struggle 


LONDON, Wednesday, March 24.—(AP)—Strong German 
forces which had smashed against the Moscow-Bryansk rail 
trunk north of Zhizdra have been beaten back in four days 
of violent fighting which cost them 7,000 officers and men in 
killed alone, Moscow announced today. 


In addition, prisoners were 
taken and much Nazi equipment 
fell to the defending Red army, 
it was stated in the midnight 
communique as recorded here by 
the Soviet monitor, 

The Russians in their own of- 
fensive .west of Moscow toward 
the big Nazi base of Smolensk 
captured an additional number of 
populated places, said the mid- 
night bulletin, which also_indi- 
cated that the Red army was 
threatening to flank the German 
position at Yartsevo, next big So- 
viet objective on this front. 


Eye Smolensk. 

The communique reported that 
despite strong infantry reinforce- 
ments rushed up by the Germans 
arid despite powerful artillery and 
mortar fire, the Russians beat off 
fierce counterattacks “before Duk- 
hovschino,” a town 12 miles north- 
west of Yartsevo and only 32 
miles northeast of Smolensk itself. 

Dukhovschino is 50 miles south 
and slightly west of Bely, and the 
Russians who penetrated to this 
area apparently wer. the forces 
which have been reported battling 
“south of Bely” for many days. 

The Russians also reported suc- 
cesses on the bloody Belgorod 
front above Kharkov and in the 
Caucasus, but in all cases they 
made it clear that fighting was 
heavy and that the Germans both 
in attack and defense were pack- 
ing a heavy punch. 

The German high command to- 
day reported that its attack west 
of Kursk, the area in which it 
maintains the heaviest fighting is 
now taking place, “gained _ still 
more ground aganst stubborn So- 
viet resistance” and “despite ad- 
verse conditions of terrain.”

‘During fighting on this sector 
beginning on March 19 our troops 
have disabled or set on fire up to 
140 German tanks, destroyed 52 
guns, 102 machineguns and 37 
mortars,” the bulletin said. “The 
enemy lost in killed alone about 
7,000 officers and men. Our troops 
captured war materials and took 
prisoners.” 


East of Belgorod, the Germans 
succeeded in crossing the northern 
Donets, Moscow said, “and at the 
cost of considerable losses occu- 
pied one populated place,” but

ments dislodged the enemy from 
this populated place and hurled 
him back to the other side of the 
river.

British Pierce Mareth Line as Yanks Close In 


Continued From First Page. 


It was necessary to wipe out! 
this position to protect the troops | 
from the flanking gunfire. 


For 30 minutes the guns ham-| 


mered this point held by the Ger- 
mans, and then the infantry mov- 
ed in to seize the position. The 
guns shifted their- fire and the 
barrage was laid down in front of 
the British, who had been getting 
into position in the moonlight. 
For 18 minutes the shells fell 
in a line in front of the Ghurkhas 
(India troops), and then the bar- 
rage began creeping toward the 
Wadi Zigzaou. The troops follow- 
ed closely behind this barrage. 


The barrage lifted over the 
wadi to the west side, hammering 
the concrete strongpoints. Five of 
these positions were on the west 
lip of the wadi and two others 
were beyond them. 

The positions to the left and 
right are known as Zarat, Ouerzi, 
and unnamed post, Ksiba West 
and Ksiba East. Behind these are 
Querzi West and Ouerzi East. 

Crossing minefields under in- 
tense enemy fire, the _ troops 
spread into the wadi, dashed 
across the ravine under a hail of 
cross-fire and then clambered up 
the left bank with scaling ladders 
and by climbing over each other’s 
backs. 


Then the British stormed the 
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enemy’s concrete’ strongholds, 
crossing antitank pits, cutting 
barbed wire and throwing hand 
grenades. 

At dawn they held three center 


positions and they had driven a| 


wedge into the Mareth line. The 
big job was to hold it. 

Meanwhile, the engineers had 
driven a road across the wadi, 
and antitank guns and some tanks 
had crossed it, but there were four 
enemy strong points still holding 
and pouring a crossfire down the 
wadi and on the bridge held by 
the British over the wadi. 


Fresh Troops Help. 

The fire was from Zarat and 
Ksiba East on the flanks and the 
two rear positions. The _ British 
held until nightfall, when fresh 
troops came across the wadi to 
help them. 

While the barrage covered the 
enemy strong points still holding 
out, this time they were manned 
by panzer grenadiers instead of 
the Italians. 

With the same tactics they had 
used the night before, the British 
stormed the four remaining 
strongpoints, blasting the enemy 
out of their concrete holes. Mean- 
while more tanks and guns were 
crossing the wadi over the new 
road built by the engineers. 

Dawn found the British tired, 
blood-stained and dirty. Their 
eyes were rimmed with red, and 
their faces were white with fa- 
tigue. Some of them were wound- 


ed, and some of their comrades 
were dead. 

But they had broken the Mareth 
line. 

The flanking force sweeping 
around the other end of the line 
was reported to have pushed with- 
in 10 miles south of El Hamma, 
a crossroads town and air base 
20 miles west of Gabes. 

The British column circling the 
Mareth line apparently had trav- 
eled more than 100 miles over dif- 
ficult desert terrain. Capture of 
El Hamma would put the Eighth 
Army and American forces only 
50 miles apart. 

In northern Tunisia, the British 
First Army held firm in its pres- 
ent job of containing the enemy 
with some artillery exchanges and 
patrol activity. (Reuters reported 
the British First Army had recap- 
tured Nefsa station, 47 miles from 
Bizerte.) 

Allied Air Forces, out on offen- 
Sive operations yesterday surpass- 
ing those of Sunday in intensity, 
struck at enemy air fields and con- 
centrations on land, and on rein- 
forcements of supplies and men 
being brought from Italy. 

The Allied airmen downed 26 
Axis planes in their broad sweeps, 
losing seven themselves, with the 
pilot of one plane known to be 
safe.

Housing Nears 
Saturation 
In Atlanta Area 


The Atlanta area faces a hous- 
ing shortage that will grow more 
acute as war industries continue 
to attract workers here, Miss Bar- 
bara Sheridan, executive secretary 
of the Atlanta Real Estate Board, 
said yesterday as a government 
survey estimated 98.4 per cent of 
total dwelling units in the city 
were occupied during the last 
week in February. 

Even now the board is working 
with HOLC officials to complete 
a program of conversion of large 
housing units and some former 
commercial buildings to be used 
by war workers and their fami- 
lies and Army and Navy person- 
nel for housing purposes. 

Under the proposal, the govern- 
ment agency would lease some 300 
units, convertible into suitable 
dwellings for workers and mili- 
tary personnel, repair them and 
make them available to the antici- 
pated continued influx of workers 
and military persons. 

Decrease of housing facilities 


here is clearly noted in reports of 
| the real estate board, filed twice 
each month with the Chamber of 
Commerce. Since the reports were 
started last October, there has 
been a continual decrease in the 
number of dwellings available. 
The board handled reports only of 
white property. 

The government survey by the 
Department of Commerce, Bureau 
of Census, was made at the re- 
quest of the national housing 
agency and showed a dwelling 
unit gross vacancy of 1.6 per cent 
during the February week as com-~- 
pared with a gross vacancy rate 
of 2,1 per cent in September, 1942. 
Vacant dwellings were proportion- 
ately fewer in Negro sections than 
in white neighborhoods. 

The survey, based on an ent 
meration of 9,200 units, exclusive 
of public housing, selected to rep- 
resent all types, estimated a total 
of 90,000 im the area with 1.6 per 
cent of them umoccupied. 

More than 1,000 rooms tn occu- 
pied dwellings were offered to 
roomers during the February 
week, the survey further revealed, 
and it estimated 1.700 roomers 
could be accommodated. About 
85 per cent of these rooms were 
located in dwellings occupied by 
white families. 

The survey showed the average 
monthly rent asked for units of- 
fered tenants was $16 monthly.

Your Eyes 


Some of the Many Causes 
of Catarrhal Conjunc- 
tivitis. 

By DR. L. N. HUFF. 

The cornea is the clear, 
transparent, anterior portion of 
the external coat of the eye- 
ball; it is 
nearly cir- 
cular, but 
is slightly 
wider in 
the trans- 
verse than 
in the ver- 
tical direc- 
tion. The 
junction of 
the cornea 
and the 
sclerotic 
(the tunic 
with which 
the cornea 
forms the 
eyeball) is 
known as 
the limbus, 
but their tissues are 
plete continuity. 

Five layers 
cornea: 

1. Layer of epithelial cells; 
2. Bowman’s membrane; 3. the 
proper substance of the cornea, 
known as corneal stroma; 4. 
Descemet’s membrane, and 5. 
a layer of endothelium. 

The epithelium covering the 
front of the cornea is of strati- 
fied variety, formed of flatten- 
ed, scaly epithelial cells super- 
ficially, of polygonal cells be- 
neath these, and of columnar 
cells most deeply. Practically, 
it is part of the bulbar conjunc- 
tiva. 

Bowman’s membrane is a 
thin, homogeneous membrane 
which separates the corneal 
epithelium from the proper 
substance, and when highly 
magnified is seen to be com- 
posed of fine fibers which are 
intimately connected with the 
subajacent layers. 

The proper substance of the 
cornea, the thickest layer, is 
formed of connective tissue ar- 
ranged in lamellae (scales), 
the planes of which are 
parallel] to the surface of the 
cornea. The lamellae are con- 
nected to each other. The ulti- 
mate bifrils of which the 
lamellae are composed as well 
and the different bundles of 
fibrils forming the lamellae are 
held by a transparent cement 
substance. The corneal sub- 
stance is traversed by a system 
of spaces or lacunae. The 
proper substace passes wunin- 
terruptedly into the sclera. 

Descemet’s membrane is a 
thin. firm, structureless, trans- 
parent, and highly el stic lay- 
er. At the periphery of the cor- 
nea, it »asses over into radiat- 
ing bundles of elestic fibers 
which form the meshwork of 
the angle of the interior cham- 
ber (ligamentum pectinatum). 

Posteriorily, next to the an- 
terior chambe:, is a single lay- 
er of flattened, hexagonal cells, 
the endothelium. 

The nea has no blood 
vessels. Its nutrition is provid- 
ed for by a system of lymph 
canals. It is riehly supplied 
with nerves. 

The line between the sclera 
and the cornea is known as the 
limbus.

Ore Prospects 


In Cartersville 


Large scale production of man- 
ganese ore, vital material for hard- 
ening steel for armament and oth- 
er materials of war, may be under- 
taken in the Cartersville vicinity, 
Director Garland Peyton, of the 
Georgia division of mines, mining 
and geology, announced yesterday. 

Already, field men of the United 
States Geological Survey and Bu- 
reau of Mines are making tests to 
determine if there is sufficient ton- 
nage to warrant big-time opera- 
tion of an industry which has 
rocked along more or less success- 
fully since Civil War days. 

“And I’m sure they'll find a 
large deposit,” Captain Peyton 
said. 

If tests show the plan is feasi- 
ble, War Production Board or mili- 
tary authorities will be asked for 
funds to erect a $100,000 plant to 
purify and turn out ore of stand- 
ard specifications, he added. 

In the past, ore had to be sent 
to Birmingham for this process 
and mining companies were pe- 
nalized for substandard ore.

According to the regulation issued by OPA at the time shoe 
rationing went into effect, the only person who has the authority 
to tear these stamps out of the books is the clerk who sells you 
the shoes. The one exception to this is the matter of ordering | 
shoes through the mail. Then the coupon should be sent along | 
with the order. | 

Occasionally, some person buys a pair of shoes, surrenders the 
stamp, and everyone is satisfied—that is, until the customer goes 
home and decides that his new shoes don’t look quite as snappy 
es they did in the store. 

Determined to see if he can't find a pair he dikes better, he 
returns to the store with the shoes, and the question of the coupon 


pops up. 
You May Return Shoes 


But Get Coupon Back 


It's perfectly all right for this customer to return these shoes if 
he's never worn them, but if he has—even once, mind you—he 
wouldn't be able to swap them. 

When you.do take them back to the store, though, and return 
them, you should be certain that you get your No, 17 stamp back, 
along with a note stating the facts involved in the case. Without 
this note, your detached coupons won't do you’ any good when 
you take it to some other store in search of that snappier pair of 
shoes. 


Another question came up yesterday, also on the subject of shoes. 

Mrs. Robert W. Cole, of 1275 Epworth street, S. W., had tried to 
buy a pair of rubber overshoes for her husband,at a large retai! 
store recently, but didn’t because she was told there that she would 
have to turn in her shoe stamp No. 17. She didn’t think that these 
rubbers were included in the rationing program. 

According to OPA, she was right; no coupons are required for 
this particular type of footwear. The situation was quickly cleared 
up, however, because OPA got in touch with the store and straight- 
ened them out. 

If anyone else ever runs up against a matter like this, they 
should try to persuade the store to call OPA, which will explain 
everything, but if the store refuses to be persuaded, get in touch 
with OPA yourself and it will call the store.

President Roosevelt's request, addressed to 
both soft coal operators and to John L. Lewis, 
head of the United Mine Workers, that there 
be no interruption in production of coal regard- 
less of the outcome of the wage dispute now 
under way, definitely places responsibility for 
any strike on the shoulders of Lewis. If the 
miners quit their posts, the nation will know 
it is Lewis, and Lewis alone, who must take 
the blame for such a treacherous stab in the 
back against the nation at war. 


Mr. Roosevelt asked, if no agreement is 
reached by April 1, when the present contract 
expires, that production continue under promise 
that ~vhatever wage decision is finally reached 
shall be retroactive to that date. He reminded 
Lewis of the pledge, given by organized labor, 
that there shall be no strikes during the war. 


Furthermore, and perhaps with chief sig- 
n.ficance, he pointed out that the War Labor 
Board is the final authority on wage increase 
that whatever agreement is reached

Whether it is more 
than is justified to remcdy “sub-standard” 
rates of pay, if that situation enters into the 
dispute, only experts can say. But it is safe 
to presume the War Labor Board will avail 
itself of all available expert opinion before 
rendering its final decision.

Club of Printing House Craftsmen. In the 
course of his address, made at the banquet 
tendered by the two organizations, Mr. Giegen- 
gack announced the establishment, in Atlanta, 
of a large warehouse for the storage of paper 
of the various kinds needed for government 
printing. This is one of some half dozen similar 
warehouses to be established in different sec- 
tions of the country. 


Despite its tremendous facilities, the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office at Washington is 
totally unable to cope with the tremendous 
demands for wartime official printing and 
lithographing. It has been decided, therefore, 
to award contracts for much of this work to 
commercial printers and lithographers all over 
the country. It is felt tlat any attempt to 
further expansion of the Government Printing 
Office at Washington could only result in an 
undesirable and serious postwar problem of 
undue concentration in Washington of printing, 
lithographing and binding machinery and per- 
sonnel. It would, also, further complicate the 
already grave problem of overcrowding at the 
nation’s capital. 

The printing and lithographing industry is 
well able to handle any government contracts 
to be awarded. Such spreading of the job will 
not only facilitate, by averting overlong delays, 
government business, but will be beneficial to 
many commercial plants which have been hard 
hit by the war. 


Furthermore, by, in so far as possible, having 
printing and lithographing done in the section 
which is to use the product, there will be much 
saving in transportation space, as well as time. 
And the purpose of the Atlanta warehouse for 
government paper stocks, as well as for the 
other similar warehouses, is to simplify the 
transportation problem and to have the paper 
stock available, near by, for any rush order 
which may be placed with commercial printers 
in the vicinity. 


The Government Printing Office has, there- 
fore, led the way in proper spreading of the 
war job over all the industry in this country 


and its course should be emulated, whenever 


possible, by every government office and every

FALSE FOOD PICTURE WASHINGTON, March 23.—Con- 


gress and the professional farm 
organization leaders appear to be giving a false picture of the food 
situation. 

The manner in which the food supply question is being dis- 
cussed has created a certain amount of hys- 
teria on the subject. The public is being need- 
lessly frightened and it is possible the farmers 
themselves are being dismayed by the mislead- 
ing reports. 

If we may accept the word of some of the 
nation’s leading agricultural gconomists, the 
situation is nowhere as bad as it is being 
represented. 

The farmers have had their difficulties, it 
is true. But who hasn't? War dislocations 
have imposed hardships on industry no less 
than agriculture. Nearly every phase of nor- 
mal business activity has felt the strain. 

Much of the hysteria that has been raised 
over our future food supply may be attributed 

to the clamor of the professional politicians and the paid farm 
organization leaders. These groups may usually be relied upon to 
exaggerate any problem related to agriculture out of all propor- 
tion to its true value. 


Most of.the legislation now pending in congress on the farm 


situation falls in this category. Senator Bankhead, titular leader 
of the farm bloc, wants to reduce the planned size of the Army by 
some 2,500,000 men as a means of aiding food production Others 
are asking deferments for all farm labor. Still others are bent on 
changing the formula for farm parity prices in an effort to boost 
the swollen farm income to still higher levels as an inducement for 
greater production. 


POLITICAL CODDLING Too much of this and other pend- 


ing legislation may be charged’ off 
to political coddling of the farm vote. Let some dissenting farm 
group put out a squawk and it is immediately echoed in the halls 
of congress. Bills are forthwith introduced on the subject. Very 
often they are rushed through with only half-baked consideration. 

Whether this year’s food output will exceed last year’s will de- 
pend upon the weather more than anything else. That puts the food 
supply problem right back where it has always been—in the lap 
of the weatherman. 

Authority for this statement is the eminent economist, John D. 
Black, of Harvard University, a member of the National Food and 
Nutrition Board anda competent authority on the subject. 

After an extensive survey of 


MORE THAN LAST YEAR . 
the situation, Professor Black 


makes these observations: “So far as planting, breeding and feed- 
ing are concerned, enough will be done, taking all classes and sizes 
of farms together, to give us more than was produced last year, 
provided the weather is as good; also provided public and private 
agencies make enough of the right kind of credit availbale, and also 
provided the farmers and public agencies do a reasonably good job 
of collaborating in utilizing the farm labor that is available now on 
farms or that can be made available when needed.” 

Others who are equally competent to speak on the subject take 
the same view. Most of them agree that, even if the season is 
relatively unfavorable, no one in the country need go hungry any 
more than usual. 


ENOUGH LABOR Based upon the findings in his survey, 


Professor Black makes the final observa- 
tion that: “There is farm labor enough at hand or within reach 
to plant, care for and harvest this year’s crop and livestock output, 
if it is reasonably well mobilized.” 

With all of their difficulties, the farmers are enjoying the great- 
est period of prosperity ever known in the nation’s history. Last 
year’s net farm income was a record-breaker. Preliminary figures 
just issued by the U. S. Department of Agriculture show that the 
net return to farmers of the country for 1942 was about $10,200,- 
000,000, contrasted with only $6,748,000,000 the year previous. 

The previous record net farm income was in 1919, when infla- 
tionary influences swept the the figure up to $8,799,000,000, which 
was still more than a billion dollars short of last year’s crop yield. 


MIGRATION OF LABOR Much of the present farm labor 


shortage is due, of course, to farm _ 


workers seeking the higher-paid employment of the war indus- 
tries. It is understandable how they would wish to do this. 

But the farm operators themselves are partially responsible for 
this migration of labor. Official sources have pointed out that 
farm employers could have paid their workers twice as much as 
last year and still have had more money than in any one year since 
1919, which was an inflated year. 

Statistics of the Agricultural Department show that only 15 per 
cent of the net income of farmers last year was paid for labor out 
of the biggest net income in history. 


LET ’EM ALONE If the politicians and the professional farm 

leaders would let the farmers alone, they 
would get along better. Considering their problems, the country’s 
food producers are doing very well on their own. 

Spurred on by wholesale demands and good prices, the farmers 
may be relied upon to put forth the necessary added effort to get 
the crop out, labor shortage or not. There will be cases of indi- 
vidual hardships, but these should not be made the subject of a 
squawk that is intended to cover the entire industry.

ONE WORD MORE

“E” FOR BAG LOADING TALLADEGA, Ala., March 23.— 


Remember the old song, “Baal 
Baa! Black sheep, have you any wool? Yes, sir; yes, sir, three bags 
full”? I thought of that song, riding over here. Because this story 
has to do with bags. But not of wool. This one is a story of the 
winning of an Army-Navy “E” by men and 
women and girls who load bags day in and day 
out. 
They toad them each by hand. They work 
slowly, and yet with great deftness. There is a 
spurt of speed in their work. Actually thev 
have set production records. But it is not speed 
as we think of speed. 
They must weigh and measure and pour. It 
must be exact. 


It is not wool, of course. It is powder. 
It looks like spaghetti cut into short lengths. 
Some of it is about the size of spaghetti as we 
know it. Some of it is giant spaghetti, almost 
as large as the garden hose and of the same 
black color. 
They put the measured quantities into sacks. 
The sacks are specially cut and sewn for the 
job. Sometimes they sew a number of sacks 
together. One may not describe the job be- 
cause it is one of those military secrets. It is,a job for the big 
guns, the guns of 12 inches and of 16 inches. There has to be 
many a bag of powder behind those shells to send them 20 and 30 
miles away. 

Today, officials are here to give an Army and Navy “E” to 
the workers and to the management of this plant—the Brecon Load- 
ing Company. It is a matter of more than local interest. This 
company is a subsidiary of the Coca-Cola Company. The Army 
asked that company to supply some of its executives for the job 
of management. The Army and Navy did that to a number of 
the nation’s successful companies. 


BILL COCHRAN When they came to the Coca-Cola Com- 

pany’s Robert W. Woodruff and asked for 
executives, he moaned a little, because the war already was taking 
men and he hadn't them to spare. 

But he knew it was a job to do and so he picked out Bill Cochran. 

There is no fol-de-rol about Bill Cochran. 

He is as nice a fellow as you'd like to meet, but there is no fool- 
ishness about him. He is one of those fellows who goes straight to 
the point. He cuts through red tape. be it that of private business 
or government. When he comes to red tape he smiles. Fact is, he 
doesn’t smile much until he comes to red tape. Then his smile is 
a seductive sort of smile. He is as soft and as gentle and as per- 
suasive as a fellow could want him to be. That's when he is getting 
the knife in. And, first thing you know, the red tape is cut and 
the job is done. 

The government gave him a figure, a sum of money. 

For various reasons a plant of this type has to be built near a 
stream of water. 

He investigated the tentative site. 

He didn’t like it. He put on one of those seductive smiles and 
a talked soft and pretty soon it was decided they wouldn't use 
that site. 

The land was bought almost before anyone knew it. There were 
some of the people who didn’t like the land being bought so quick- 
ly. Bill Cochran bought it before most people knew it was for the 
government. Also, he bought land they didn’t think he would buy. 
Some people who sold out for $19 an acre, and were tickled to death 
to get it, were pretty upset about it later on. If they had known 
their country was wanting ‘it, they would have held out for $80 
an acre. You know how people are. Well, so does Bill Cochran. 

That is how he was able to buy the land and build the plant and 
still have a lot of money left over. That was a sort of a record in 
itself. As far as I know, it is the only one of its kind anywhere. 

They started operations ahead of time,.too. They did that de- 
spite the fact they had to take people who had never had any 
training and teach them to do the work. 

Bill Cochran went away to a few of the government's old 
ordnance plants and came away with a few new ideas. I think 


I've said they set a production record. 
THE -PEOPLE The show today was a good one. There was a 
spotlight band and there were visitors of note 
and there were speeches.

She will caress it briefly and whisper something to it. Each bag 
becomes a personal sort of accomplishment toward winning the war. 

All war jobs are, of course. But this one is different somehow. 
You can ask any of them doing the job if it isn’t. There is a sort 
of ritual about It. You've got to come in and dress for it, putting 
away all matches, all metal, all shoes with nails in them. You must 
put on felt-sole shoes and clothes of a special material. There 
must be no sparks here. You handle what is lethal death, but if 
you go by the rules it is as safe as handling dried beans. 

It was good to see them get the “E,” and to hear the bands play 
and the generals and officials speak. 

But it was best of all to see the look on the faces of the people. 
And on Bill Cochran's face. . 

He, and his office force from Coca-Cola, and the people have 
done a very real job for the country and the war.

Post-War Helm Headed for U.S.

PRINCETON, N. J., March 23.— 
Senator Ball’s resolution, which 
would have the U. S. take the in- 
itiative in organizing the United 
Nations for war and post-war ac-

“Wish you would write an open letter to the owners of 
professional teams that have quit for the duration, asking 
them to send in their uniforms to the nearest Army post. 
There is a great baseball program under way and a shortage 
of uniforms. 

“Tell the owners they can get somebody to wear 
the uniforms without paying them a salary. Also 
tell them about the advertisement they’ll get out of 
soldiers wearing their uniforms. It will keep their 
names before the public while they’re inactive,” 
Corporal Cocky, a local character before the war, 
declared. 

“We have 19 squadron teams at St. Petersburg,” he 
continued. “Burgess Whitehead is down there with us 
playing second base. Tom Winsett, the old New Orleans 
outfielder, is baseball officer. 

“Some of these squadrons need uniforms and more 
equipment. 

“I sure wish some of the baseball owners of the South- 
eastern League would help us out. Because if Churchill is 
right about the war lasting two more years, the moths will 
have‘eaten up those uniforms before they'll play again. 

“Tell you something about baseball. Civilians 
near Army posts are going to see baseball as good 
as they’ve ever seen in league play. The Army is 
full of crack players. 

“The fans won’t see games as often, but on Sun- 
days and maybe once during the week they’ll have 
a chance to see good baseball. 

“Please remind the owners of the Sally and the South- 
eastern leagues, and any semi-pro teams that aren't play- 
ing, of the need for uniforms in the Army camps. Tell 
them to send them to the nearest base. They'll be doing 
the boys in uniform a great service,” Corporal Sobel 
pointed out.

A year ago the star of the team 
was 105 years old. It’s phenomenal. They go down 
there to spend their last days—and get rejuvenated.”

Hit St. Nazaire; 
Only One Lost

last night while the larger planes 
were over St. Nazaire. The dual 
night attack followed quickly yes- 
terday’s devastating daylight as- 
sault on the Nazi U-boat base at 
Wilhelmshaven by American heavy 
bombers. All the Whirlwinds re- 
turned from Brittany. 

The attack on St. Nazaire, sec- 
ond in importatr.ce only to Lorient 
as a U-boat base on the French 
Atlantic coast, was carried out 
successfully despite bad weather 
conditions. The air ministry said 
heavy fog forced diversion of 
many bombers from home bases 
to other airfields on the return 
flight. 

Pilots said they encountered only 
moderate ground defenses and thnit 
the Germans evidently were rely- 
ing mainly on night fighters. 

The St. Nazaire foray .marked 
resumption of the RAF heavy 
bomber offensive against . xis 
continental bases after a nine-night 
lull, presumably because of unfa- 
vorable weather. It was the first 
big RAF night assault since tons 
of explosives were dropped on Es- 
sen March 12, starting great fires 
in the Krupp works. 

The last previous heavy attack 
on St. Nazaire, where the Ger- 
mans maintain 30 supposedly 
bomb-proof submarine slips, was 
executed on the last night of Feb- 
ruary when the RAF dropped 
more than 1,000 tons of explosives 
and fire bombs. 

Flight Sergeant G. L. Wood, of 
Toronto, flying with two squad- 
rons of the RCAF bomber group 
that accompanied the RAF in last 
night’s raid, said he dropped his 
bombs when his sights were dead 
on a row of flashing antiaircraft 
guns. He said he was able to see 
bombs scatter among the guns. 

Enemy aircraft stabbed at coast- 
al districts in northeast England 
before last midnight, dropping 
bombs which caused damage and 
a small number of casualties. One 
German plane was shot down.

Resting here to get over the 
sniffles and sore throat that ac- 
companied his bad cold, Guvernor 
Prentice Cooper, of Tennessee, 
yesterday complimented Georgia 
for closing its grand old hattle to 
get a corner of Tennessee. 


“I don’t blame the people of 
Georgia for wanting a part of 
Tennessee,” the Governor said, 
“because it’s a great state. But |! 
am glad to hear Georgia is through 
trying to teke Chattanooga or 
parts of it.” 

Governor Arnall already was in 
Florida seeking to recuperate from 
a sinus operation, and he was not 


available for a reply on just why | 


“Georgia gave up trying to “lift” a 
chunk of Tennessee. 

Governor Cooper is 
Florida and the Southern Gover 
nors’ Conference at Tallahassee. 
He stopped here to rest yesterday. 

Main business of the _ confer- 
ence will be the battle for equal 
freight rates for all states east of 
the Mississippi. “Indu tries 
brought to the south during the 
war won't want to stay, if the 
rate differential remains 35 per 
cent more on chipping goods to 
and from the south,” Governor 
Cooper said. 

He cited an example of how the 
freight rates affect southern cities. 
“Chattanooga, for instance, cannot 
ship flour to Camp Forrest, just 
80 miles away, for as little as 
Minneapolis can ship the 
several hundred miles. to 
camp.” 

Speaking of Tennessee politics, 
the Governor pointed out that the 
state just closed its shortest legis- 
lative session in history. It last-cd 
39 days. The legislature repealed 
the poll tax law and appropriated 
more money for schools than it 
ever had, the Governor said.
